time and that arresting offi- 
cers did not properly identify 


themselves or announce the 
, purpose of their arrest. 

On another motion by Zi- 
bilich, the; court ordered that 
officials of television station 
WDSU-TV produce films 
which were taken during the 
raid to be exhibited at the 
trial Monday. 

ZIZILICH further held
